Sashay As A Couple Square Dance

ideas are good, but they just got pushed into the background of my memory. “Sashay As A 
Couple” can be found in many dances. They are fun to do if your legs are still young at heart. 


This video clip is part of a VHS tape named “Bob Howell Live”. It has a version of 
“Sashay As A Couple” that can be easily taught to most beginner’s. 


In watching the video, Bob has the dancers do what he calls a Torpedo Sashay. This is 
done by the Head Couples down the long line of squares in the hall. This makes it fun for the 
Head Couples and not so fun for the Side Couples. One way to give both couples equal time 
is to rotate the square 1/4. The active couples have to remember which square to sashay 
back to.

Formation: Square 


Heads face your partner ... As a Couple Sashay (Lades Pass Back to Back)... 
Sashay Back (Men Back to Back) ... Sides do the same ... Allemande Left ... 
DoSaDo ... Swing Partner ... Promenade ... (No partner change.)
